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‘In the world has been Illustrated by so many 
Vamous artists. It Is easy to see some of the 
reasons which have made It a favorite subject. 

First, there is the religious Interest which 
centers in the entrance of the Divine Saviour 
Into the world. 8uch an event, for all who be- 
lieve in the Christian religion, must nave a 
profound significance. It is the sunrise of 
faith, the beginning of a new spiritual world, 
the laying of the cornerstone of the kingdom 
of heaven on earth. Even if the artist himself 
were not sure of this, did not altogether be- 
lieve It, he would know that other people be- 
lieved it; and by the imagination he could see 
.What a supreme Importaoce was given by tbe 
faith of Christendom to the brief and simple 
story of the birth at Bethlehem. 

Second, there la the human Interest which 
clings to the ever beautiful relation of mother- 
boot! and childhood. The tenderest and most 
unselfish love Is that with which a true moth- 
*r looks upon her little child ; the most perfect 
Innocence, and trustful Joy are revealed In the 
deep eyes of the baby who smiles Into the face 
of his mother bending over him. The paint- 
ings of the Child Jesus and the Virgin Mary 
have drawn Into themselves tho best thoughts 
of men concerning the gracious secret of ma- 
ternity snd the nnstst »ed bliss of Infancy. 

Fantastic Legends. 

Third, there Is the poetic and pictorial Inter- 
est which grows out of tbe Incidents of the 
•tory. the strange contrast between the heaven- 
ly significance of the birth of Christ and Its 
otitward circumstances, the blending of light 
And shade, joy and sorrow, hope and fear, an- 
gelic songs and earthly persecutions. All these 
varied elements, centering about a single figure, 
afford a field of Illumination and Illustration 
such as art loves. 

My first advice, then, to (hose who wish 
thoroughly lo appreciate and enjoy these pic- 
tures would be to read and re-read the gosi>el 
of St. Matthew from the eighteenth verse of 
the first chattier to the end of the second chap- 
ter, and the first two chapters of St. Luke's 
gospel. Tii«r& It would U wire to reed some 
of the later legends which were woven In the 
apocryphal books, and In the mediaeval poeins 
and narratives about the birth and childhood 
of Christ Many of these legends are curious 
and (antastir. evidently allegorical and symboli- 
cal. They have none of tbe simple directness 
and quiet restraint of the Biblical history. 
They are, In effect, clear Illustrations of that 
native trait of the human mind— familiar to 
eveiy one who has tried to tell a true story 
to a child — the craving for picturesque detail 
"How did it happen? Where did It happen? 
Who was there? How did they look? What 
did they do afterwards?'' Tuese are the ques- 
tions that children ask when they hear a story; 
and these are the questions to which men have 
given fanciful answers In the apocryphal and 
mediaeval legends, such as tho protevangellum 
of St. James, the gospel of St. Thomas, the 
gospel of (he pseudo-Matthew. The history of 
(he nativity of Mary, the golden legend of Jaco- 



bus de Voraglnr the poems 
of Konrad of Fussesbrunn, 

Walther af Rhelnau, Abbess 
Kroswllha, and the tradi 
tions given by Justin Mar- 
tyr. St. Jerome. St. Bernard 
and many other writers. 

Much of this legendary 
and symbolist material was 
taken up quite naively by 
the painters and embodied in their pictures. 
Suppose you have a picture of the Annuncia- 
tion which represents Mary as passing through 
a garden when the angel came to her; that Is 
in accordance with the Protevangellum, which 
ssys that Mary was chosen by lot from among 
the virgins of Nazareth to spin the royal 
purple of the Temple veil; one day, as 
she was returning from the fountain with her 
pitcher of water, the angel met her and said: 
"Hall, thou who art full of grace!” and when 
she went back to her spinning he came again 
to her to complete his message. If the picture 
represents Mary in the house, working at the 
veil, the artist has chosen to show us the sec- 
ond appearance of the angel. The emblems 
which the artists put Into thrir pictures are 
significant The pot of lilies at Mary's side, 
the lily-branch In the angel's hand symbolise 
purity. The olive-bough borne by tbe dove 
means peace. 

Or here la s plot are of the nativity which 
shows the Child Hnd bis mother snd Joseph In 
s cave. This Is according to the account of 
Justin Martyr (and quite In harmony with 
the customs of Palestine), that tbe stable of 
the Inn where Christ was born was a grotto 
In the rocks. Here perhaps you see the ox 
and the ass bowing their beads before the 
child. This is told by the gospel of the pseudo 
Matthew in fulfillment of the prophecy of 
Isaigh; “The ox knoweth his owner and the 
ass his master's crib.” Here, again. Is a dax- 
xllng supernatural light radiating from the 
child, so that shepherda who have just entered 
must, shade their eyes. This detail Is given 
in many legends. 

How ths Story Develops. 

Tho five chief points around which the paint- 
ings of the birth snd childhood of Christ nat- 
urally group themselves are (1) The Annun- 
ciation; (t) The Nativity; (2) The Adsrctlcs 
of the Magi; (4) The Flight Into Egypt; (5) 
The Home at Nazareth. 

L The Annunciation comes from the first 
chapter of 8t. Luke, and with It are associated 
two minor Incidents, the visit of Mary to her 
cousin Elisabeth, and the birth of John the 
Baptist, the forerunner of Christ. The painters 
have delighted to show us the virginal beauty 
and meel aeas of Mary; the joy with which the 
angel brought his message, and the awe and 
wonder with which she received the new con- 
ception of hei son as the Son of the Highest, 
the Saviour of bis people. No picture of the 
Annunciation Is good In which Ibis wonder and 
this joy are not expressed. If In addition the 
painter has chosen to put In many details to 
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MADOTUYA wrrH THE CHRNr- child.

main divisions; those which irpresent Its ac- 
tual journey and those which show the Holy 
Family resting, either by the way, or In tbe 
land of Egypt. The paintings which deal with 
the latter theme — commonly known as ths Re 
pose — Include some of the most beastiful works 
of art. especially during the last three cento 
rles. Many details have been Introduced froo) 
the legends of tbe flight. In which the a|iocry- 
pbal "History of the Nstlvlty of Mary ' Is par 
tlcularly rich. Tjils Is one of them: “The Holy 
Family rested by the road beneath a date palm 
and Mary desired to eat of the fruit; but It 
hung high above her head. Joseph, being 
weary, waa not stile to climb tb" tree. Hut the 
Child Jesus knew his mother's wish, and at his 
command the tree bent down Its branches 
Then he thrust his fingers Into the sand, and 
a spring of water gushed forth. The next morn 
ing Jesus thanked the obedient tree, and prom 
Ised that one of Its branehea should be carried 
by the angels and planted In Paradise.” 

Tbe Triumph of the Innocents. 

The landscape It half shade v-ed by night, 
but the moonbeams isqave a filmy radiance 
over plain and the dial ant hills whers iba 
watch fires are growing red. In front inarches 
Joseph, with hi* basket of tools on his bsck, 
s sturdy son of toll. The mother, a noble 
woman of Palestine, carries the child In her 
arms, happy and fearless. But who are these 
little children that run and float beside the 
travelers? They are tbe spirits of the mur- 
dered Innoceuts of Bethlehem, set free to fot 
low the Infant Saviour, and knowing that 
through him they have entered try the gate of 
death tnto eternal Joy. Three tluy ghosts In 
the rear have not yet felt his presence nor 
caught sight of him, and the pain and terror 
of mortality are heavy upon them. But the 
others are radiant and rejoicing as ransomed 
souls; snd at their feet rolls tbe river of life, 
breaking Into shimmering bubbles In which 
the glories of heaven are reflected. Joseph 
does not see the spirits. I doubt whether even 
Mary sees them clearly. But Jesus recognises 
his former playmates with Joy. Hs leans from 
his mother's arms to greet them, holding out a 
handful of wheat, the symbol of the bread of 
Heaven. 

It la all mystical, visionary, unreal? Or is 
It a true picture to the eye of what faith’ be- 
holds In the religion of Jesus? Surely If this 
gospel has any meaning It la the bringing of 
light and blessing to the suffering little ones 
of earth, a deeper compassion and a tenderer 
care tor them, sad the promises of a heaven 
full of happy children. 



make us feel the Innocence and lovely grace of 
Mary's life, if he has shown us the quiet work 
with which she Is busy; the sweet order of her 
room which images the tranquillity of her soul; 
this also Is well. Hut tbe great thing Is that 
he should perceive and show, as simply as pos- 
sible, tbe charm of that perfect figure of maiden- 
hood. no rude peasant girl, but one with royal 
blood in her veins and heavenly thoughts In 
her heart. 

The Nativity. 

3. The picturea of tbe Nativity have a great- 
er Tarlcty cf Incidents and of modes of presen- 
tation. The simplest are those which show 
Mary and Joseph In tho stable with the child; 
then come these In which the angels appear, 
or tbe shepherds came to pay their adoration; 
another cortieptlon represents the motuer 
alone with her babe adoring him or nursing 
him. Pictures of the preeentation In the tem- 
ple, and perhaps some of tbe Madonna and 
Child belong to the general theni» of the Na- 
tivity because (heir central Idea is the advent 
of Christ as a little babe. 

Here the painters have found a wide 
field tor Imagination, and have used large 
liberty In expressing the feelings with which 
different persons drew near lo the holy child. 
Mary Is almost always showu as wondrously 
happy; sometimes, as In Murillo’s "Adoration 
of the Shepherds," lifting the cloth I hat cov- 
ers the child and displaying him with gentle 
pride. 

3. With the Adoration of the Magi, a new ele- 
ment comes Into the seen*. These wise men 
from the east, whether they were kings or 
not, were the representatives of ths outside 
world. 

Tnere are picturea which show the Magt on 
their Journey tod by a star, sometimes 
shining In tbo form of a babe in the sky; and 
others which show them at the court of 
Herod asking their way; and others which 
show them being warned by an angel In a 
dream not to go back to Jerusalem; and oth- 
ers which show them returning by sea to tbelr 
own country. Hut the great majority of paint- 
ers have chosen the moment at which the 
gifts of gMd and frankincense and myrrh were 
presented to tbe child. Here there la room tor 
splendid color and dramatic contrast. 

4. The Flight Into Egypt la the contrasting 
companion-piece to the Adoration of tbe Magi. 
The one brings the great world luto the dwell- 
ing of tbe Child Jeaua; tbe other carries the 
Child Jesus out Into the great world.

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FEEDING TESTS MADE 

WITH A DAIRY HERD 



Retails of Investigations by the Wisconsin Experiment 
.Station Under Direction of George C. Humphrey, 
Animal Husbandman. 



Tbe present Wisconsin uni- 
versity dairy herd was estab- 
llnhed In 1898, since when com- 
plete records of the feed consump- 
tion and tbe production of milk and 
butter fat for all of the cows hare been 
kept. The herd numbers about 30 
milch cows, oil but two pure-bred*, 
tbe foliowlua dairy breeds being rep- 
resented therein: Jerseys, Guernseys, 
flolstelns, Ayrshires, and Brown 
Swiss. It Is maintained primarily for 
Instructional and research purposes, 
but It Is aimed to have It return os 
much revenue as possible under tbe 
conditions present, through the sale 
of milk and cream and of surplus 
stock. The former purposes neces- 
sarily prevent the herd from making' 
as high and economical production aa 
U might If It were conducted wholly 
on a commercial baal*. 

In the management of the herd It 
haa been our practice to surround the 
cows with the conditions h-st suited 



amount* of concentrates fed. The 
grain and the roughage eaten by eacb 
cow were weighed out at every feed- 
ing and a careful record kept of ibe 
amounts. These were charged on our 
record book to tbe respective cows 
opposite their weekly production of 
milk end butter fst, as determined by 
separate weighings of egch milking 
and tenting a composite sample of tbe 
milk produced by each cow during 
the week. The cows were carefully 
watched to nee that they ate with 
keen appetites. If they did not dean 
up their feed rwedlly/lt was reduced 
In quantity or varied aa to ktnda fed, 
so aa to make certain that they were 
alweya in a thrifty condition and did 
not get off feed. A possible tendency 
towards fattening which is common 
In cows of lean pronounced Inherent 
dairy temperaments, was guarded 
against by ’.‘hanging the character of

The roughage fed to the cows dur- 
ing (he winter periods consisted of 
corn silage and mixed hay, largely 
timothy and clover, with occasional 
feeding of roots (sugar beets). Tha 
grain was made up of a variety of 
different feeds, wheat bran, corn 
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weekly weights of the cows and by 
direct observation. 

The cows were turned to pasture at 
the close of the winter period. May 13, 
and the grain feed reduced: milage or 
hay were fed after that date last year. 
At the time the pastures began to dry 
up they were supplemented by green 
corn fed In the barn and later on by 
corn allage. Similar quantities of 
soiling crops were fed as of silage, 
vis., 30 to 30 pounds per head daily, 
on the average: more or leas grain bo- 
Ing fed through the summer la the 
c«m of nearly all ihe cows. 

The accompanying table contains a 
list of the cows which completed a 
year’s record on May II, 1908, and 
■hows for each cow the live weight, 
the coat of tbe feed, the milk and but- 
ter fst produced, the value of the prod- 
ucts. and tbe net profit over and above 
tbe cost of the feed eaten. Tbe cows 
are arranged In the table la the or- 
der of decreasing net profits for the 
year.

Arming Safes with Deadly Gasee. • 

A chemical company has devised a 
grenade or glass receptacle, filled with 
a chemical compound, as a means of 
making It Impossible for safeblowers 
to rob a safe after breaking it open. 

It Is an inoffensive-looking article, 
about two Inches In diameter and live 
Inches long. Inside of tbe exterior 
tube are seven smaller ones, each 
filled with a different chemical. When 
the door of the safe Is blown, or the 
safe is Jarred heavily, the grenade ex 
plcdea, and the air la Ailed with the 
deadly fumes. It la claimed that these 
i fumes, which, so far a* effect is con- 
I corned, are not unlike the gases from 
the deadly Chinese “slink pots," are 
powerful enough to make breathing 
impossible and to force all persons 
near the safe to retreat or be almost 
instantly suffocated. 

The grenade* aro made with a last- 
ing effect of from six to ten hours, de- 
pending upon the slxe, and arc placed 
Just back of the locking mechanism of 
j tbe safe door*. — Popular Mechanics. 

Hsdley Points Out Danger. 

President Hadley of Yale writes: 
j "In tbe year 17S9 the whole French 
people was in a state of political ex- 
citement. They seized eagerly upotf 
everything at optional. A young Jour- 
nalist named Cam I lie Desmoulins 
■bared this feeling and took advan- 
[ tags of It. He wrote a series of ar- 
ticles called Lamp Pott Talk* to the 
People of Parle,’ in which he urged 
that anybody who was not a friend of 
tbe people ought to be taken to the 
nearest lamp post and banged. tie 
was not himself a bloodthirsty man. 
He chose his title chiefly because It 
sounded so picturesque. After a time 
he saw that they were executing a 
great many Innocent men and women, 
and began to tell men so. Then they 
said that be was not a friend of the 
people 4tny longer, and hanged him. 
This story has a moral for us In Amer- 
I lea to-day. It shows the dangers that 
come to a people which reads newspa- 
pers for the sake of excitement, in- 
stead of for the sake of Information.

Bishop Lawrence Compares Social 

Customs of England and Amarica. 

The bishop of Massachusetts was in- 
terviewed by the representative of 
The Treasury, an English monthly 
magazine, while he was in London, 
and was asked to express his views 
upon a number of topics. 

The reporter represented him aa 
saying that while he did not favor 
prohibition, “I am In favor of ail 
national legislation tending to the dis- 
couragement of the drinking habit. 
With whatever faults my own country 
may be charged, Americans are a tem- 
perate people. In my country hospi- 
tality can be dispensed and appreciat- 
ed where no alcoholic liquor Is offered; 
In yours we Americans have the ut- 
most dufflculty in getting any water to 
drink at your hospitable tables. Every 
kind of substitute for it, spirituous 
and non spirituous, Is put before us, 
but to offer or accept nothing but 
water seems to be considered outside 
yout scheme of hospitable entertain- 
ment." 

This utterance of the bishop will 
probably be much objected to by ttaose 
who regard a dinner as very Incom- 
plete without tbe use of some alcoholic 
drinks, aaya Temperance, and who 
make a concession to what they re- 
gaid aa the foolish objections of some 
of their guests by offering some substi- 
tute, but they never think of offering 
water They regard water at a dinner 
as being as much out of place aa cat- 
nip tea. 

While the bishop cannot be quoted 
as the antagonist of all spirituous 
driuka, he can be quoted as making a 
plea for people who do not want to 
use them or the substitutes sometimes 
offered. In the judgment of some it 
Is far belter to offer guests tbe bottled 
mineral waters and the like than in- 
toxicants, but there are many who pre- 
fer water. Why should they not have 
It? One reaeon why it has not been 
offered Is the dread of appearing to be 
mean, and another is the notion that 
digestion Is improved by draughts of 
wines and the like. 

Bishop Lawrence has settled one 
point, vis : that It Is "good form" to 
provldo a guest drinking water at 
dinner if the guest prefers It, and the 
doctors tell us that too much liquid 
is taken now by most people at meals, 
and that all would be better off, even 
water drinkera. If less fluids of any 
kind were taken St dinner. 

THE ONLY SAFE GROUND, 

Total Abstainer A>cr>e Certain He Will 
Not Sccome Drunkard. 

Dr. Samuel Johnson, one of the 

wisest men that ever lived, though 
his a tilings (except hla dictionary) 
were so unimportant, never uttered a 
more universal truth than when he 
affirmed of himself: “I can refrain en- 
tirely, but I cannot be moderate.” It 
(a probably at least ten times as hard 
to be a "moderate drinker" as to maln- 
tain total abstinence. 

We are wont to lament the awful 
prevalence of intemperance, and It Is 
indeed appalling; hut it Is net as had 
now as when presidents and cabinet 
members habitually drank to excess, 
as some of them did even no further 
back than In the sixties of the last 
century. Within the memory of men 
and women now living, ministers ot 
the Oospel were sometimes seen 
abroad In a state of intoxication, and 
were thought no worse of for It. That 
could not be to-day. 

Still, it Is a melancholy state of 
things when in our foremost clubs, in 
whose membership are Included pro- 
fessional men of high standing, even 
clergymen, spirituous liquors figure 
prominently on the table. Apparently 
there la a widespread feeling among 
an excellent class of our citizens that 
It Is “narrow” and “bigoted" to re- 
frain entirely from wine and whisky. 
But It Is hard for some of us to un- 
derstand how such men can free them- 
selves from a feeling of awful guilt 
when they see the drunkard reeling 
through the street and bear the ag- 
onised cries of hie wife and children, 
declares the Christian Herald. Most 
men cannot go forth and give temper- 
ance lectures. Usually the most that 
they can do is to set a strenuous ex- 
ample— which should he one of total 
abstinence. God help us all to stamp 
out from our beloved land Ibt* awful 
curse of rum! 

England’s Drink Bill. 

That the enormous amount of mon- 
ey once spent In the United Kingdom 
for drink is now diminishing is shown 
by the following figures. In 1900 there 
were 32 gallous of beer per head con- 
sumed. Non- 27.63 gallons. In 1900 
the consumption of spirits was two 
gallons per head. Now It is less than 
une gallon. Ten years ago there were 
253,342 liquor shops. To-day there 
are 16,711 less, making 218#)1 In alt 

Now that this sober sensible tem- 
perance revival haa begun It look* as 
if there would be a much greater 
change In the next ten year* lhau ha* 
been seen fit the past ten years. Sure- 
ly a change is needed . 

Prohibition Sustained In Maine. 

Prohibition was an issue In the 
Maine state campaign, which closed 
with the recent election. The Kepub- 
lteuiis. who opposed the reeubmlssion 
of the queetlon of prohibition, won by 
about 8.000 plurality.

lie sentiment by means of messages 
and speeches, so that the people who 
elect Congressmen will expect the 
latter to do what the President has 
taught them are the best things for 
the country. 

Jnst now Mr. Roosevelt has not 
succeeded In stirring the people 
up enough to force Congress to 
pass his measures. But he has 
| done a great deal toward arousing 
such feelings throughout the country, 
and by the time Taft comes in most 
of the desires of the President will 
be forced upon Congress by the public 
opinion of the country at large. 

Out of about fifteen requests which 
tbe President makes of Congress only 
three or four are taken up at all, and 
these negatively. The postal savings 
bank bill, to make each money order 
post office a savings bank run by the 
Government, will not be passed Just 
now. The Inheritance and Income 
| tax proposals will be taken up only 
because of the great national need 
for more revenue. The currency or 
monetary system of the country will 
be let alone for tbe present. Child 
labor, employers' liability, federal 
control of Interstate commerce and 
of great corporations, and labor legis- 
lation are among the matters which 
demand attention, but which Congress 
will not deal with now. Increased ex- 
penditure for a big navy and a big 
j army can hardly be thought of. Last 
1 of all there may be no voting of 
money for the purpose of saving our 
forests and rivers. 

But here Is a place where Congress 
lias shown some signs of weakening. 
It io said that a small Rivers and 
Harbors Bill will be passed, although 
a few days ago that was deemed Im- 
possible. Perhaps from forty to fifty 
million dollars will be carried by this 
bill, though the last one carried eighty 
four million 

There seems to be only one pass- 
age In the message which Congress 
has taken seriously. Lost year It too 
away from the President the money 
{ which bo has usually had to hire de- 
! tectlves. In his message now he eavs 
; that this was done because the mem- 
I tiers feared that their own improper 
! acts were being Investigated by tbe , 

! President’s detectives, or “Black Ca- 
binet”, as they arc called. Congress 
! feels highly Insulted, and on Friday 
Mr. Perkin* of New York Introduced 
a resolution calling for the appofnt- 
| ment of a committee to answer the 
| President's charge* and rebuke him. 
The resolution was passed unanimous- 
ly and during next week the committee 
will report an answer which was at 
first expected to be bitter and angry. 
On hi* side the President has had 
' hla "secret service” men, under Chief 
Wilkie and Moran, get farts to back i 
up hit statement. Mr. Roosevelt 
seems to think that If Congress does I 
anything rash he can “show It up” 
by proving that some of Its members 
have been paid by business firms to 
vote for the latter's Interests. The 
Senate feels as badly a* the House, 
but Is waiting a little while, before 
taking action like that of the House. 
In order to maintain Its dignity and 
because It has found already that 
Roosevelt usually can get even when 
he tries to. The President ha* been 
very sharp In his advice to Congress 
for the past two years, and now Con- 
gress knows that he Is about to quit i 
his office, and wants to pick a quar- 
rel with h|m on thle small matter, | 
out of what might be called aplte. ; 
i It la likely that Congress will ftaallv 
not have quite nerve enough to risk 
what he may be able to prove and 
| the whole matter will simmer down tc 
I nothing. 

On Wednesday morning Mr. Taft 1 
asked Speaker Cannon to come and 
I see him about the tariff, and Mr. 

| Cannon did so. It Is said that Uncle 
Joe promised to do what Mr. Taft I 
wanted, so that uow there la friend- 
ship between the two, — the sort of 
friendship that the United States 
li«i with Spain. When one party is 
defeated he la always ready to be 
“frlenda” with Uls victor. Since this 
meeting between the two men the 
public Interest here It? the tariff hear- 
ings has ceased. It Is understood 
j that the problem now Is how to re- 
duce the tariff where It Is not need- 
1 ed, and at the same time keep enough 
of |t to provide for revenue for Gov- 
! erti mental expenses. Secretary of the 
] Treasury Cortelyou In his report this 
i week urges Congress to bs very care- 
ful about cutting down tariff roven- 
j uos, as more than a quarter of our 
; national revenues comes from customs 
! duties He estimates that the country 
will spend $114,000,000 more than It 
; gets this year. 

Now that th# Speaker has mads 
his peace with the President-elect th* 

| opposition to nlm In the House has 
: melted away. Even the fight to have 
the rules of the House vszcz£z£ has 
failed. It appears that the Demo- 
crats were hardly sincere In their 
promise of assistance. The v oiUua 
| men who were talked of as possible 
opponents to Mr. Cannon for Speaker 



are all trying their best to deny that 
they or their friends ever thought 
of such a thing. 

The Speaker feels so sure of him- 
self snd his place now that he dared 
to openly rebuff the National Rivers 
and Harbors Congress on Thursday. 
The Congress had Invited him to 
speak, supposing and hoping that he 
would make promises of help to their 
plans for the spending of very large 
amounts of United States money for 
waterway Improvement*. On the 
contrary Mr. Cannon threw a chill 
over tbe enthusiasm of the assembly 
by stating that he was against the 
appropriation of a single dollar for 
such purposes at thl* time. 

Two great national conventions 
which have met hero this week are 
the Southern Commercial Congress 
and the National Council of Trade. 
The Southern Commercial Congress 
Is one of the llvest and most ener- 
getic associations the Capital has wel- 
comed for many months. Instead of 
simply indulging In talk aDd banquets 
It has made a compact organisation 
and arranged to build a million dollar 
building in Washington a* Its head- 
quarters. The enthusiasm It shows 
is spontaneous and genuine, and evi- 
dently springs from a real prosper- 
ity In the South. 

The National Council of Commerce 
ha* been created by the order of Sec- 
retary Straus, of the Department of 
Commerce and Labot. It consists of 
representatives from more than fortv 
of the greatest industries in the coun- 
try, and may become very directive 
In promoting good fc«itng and even 
practical buslooes co-operation among 
industrial circles. Also It will furnish 
advice and recommendations for laws 
for the regulation of trusts, inter- 
state commerce, the tariff, and that 
kind of affairs. 

The threatened unairel between 
the Senate and Secretary Hoot on 
account of bis having made what la 
said to amount to a treaty of alliance 
with Japan without consulting the 
Senate as the Constitution provides, 
ho* largely dUapepared. The Republi- 
can majority will pay no attention to 
tbe matter, and now the Democrats 
are to take It up. The Democrat* 
have to have something harmless and 
unimportant to agitate themselves 
over, and now that the treaty ques- 
tion has b-'en ti rued over to them 
to amuse themselves with It may be 
said to have ceased to be an active 
issue. * 

President Roosevelt has been hav- 
ing another lively war this week 
with some newspaper men who 
allege that the $40,000,000 which 
was paid to the French owners 
of the Panama canal, at the time the 
United States bought it, were as a 
matter of fact given to a New York 
concern. The facts seem to he that 
the New York people bought the 
rights of the French owners, hut 
allowed the latter to do the bargain- 
ing with the United States. An offi- 
cial of the French Government cer- 
tainly signed the rocetpt for the 
money. Now tbe President Is trying 
to sue the papers who falsely chargod 
him with dishonesty In the deal

Sometimes 
the body Is placed under a specially 
built grass roof In the open. This Is 
not considered n burial, and four or 
Ore years ago they brought out fur 
a big funeral feast and dance th> 
body of an Important chief that bad 
thus been preserved for over 20 years. 
In other districts the dead are thrown 
away Into a river or Into the besh 
to be devoured by Jackals and vul- 
tures. 

“I have satisfied myself," the same 
writer continues, 'after 25 years of 
life among them, that at the bottom of 
African feticblsiu there la the funds 
mental belief In the existence of (lod 
and In the reality of the human soul 
No missionary has yet, to my know! 
edge, been compelled to introduce the 
name of Ood Into any of the Itantu Ian 
guages. The name ‘NzambC for 'flu 
pretr.e Spirit' la of uativ* origin and 
not Introduced by the Portuguese, and 
has been adopted for ‘God* by all mis- 
sionaries In their literature. The same 
la true In regard to the name fox 
'devil.'

Progress in aerial navigation is essen- 
tially dependent on the perfection of a pro- 
cess of producing groat mechanical effort 
with light machinery. Viewing {he p*w*i»i- 
hilities, near and remote, motive power is 
obtainable in four ways — First, by trans- 
forming the boat energy of fuel in an inter- 
nal combustion engine; second. ^ .invert- 
ing the elect ro-chemie-’ .-npr-y of a pri- 
mary or eervyJary battery in an electric 
raot-i , third, by harnessing, on the moving 
vessel itself, the energy ot th*.- surrounding 
medium, and, fourth, by transmitting lo it 
without wires the electrical energy of a dis- 
tant source. The first two methods are bused on tbe use of a store of ener- 
gy, which must be carried and periodically refitted, thua limiting the sjioed 
and duration of flight. The last two imply a flow of energy to the flying 
machine from without, the supply being continuous and inexhaustible. 
They are, therefore, immensely superior to the former. 

Careful thought leads to the conclusion that the wireless method 
would be decidedly the best for the peace and welfare of men Cut no mat- 
ter how perfect the means for obtaining motive power, it will never 
be possible to go beyond certain rather narrow limits io aerial per- 
formance.

men who had pronounced his fate, al- 
tnovt hla first thought was for the 
elder Mr. Kuof. He whispered a few 
words of encouragement to the old 
man and sent him out of the room to 
break the news to the defendant'* 
tool her and sister*. 

Ruef a conviction renders him liable 
to a maximum penalty of 14 years lu 
the penitentiary.
